When organizers for a hip, multicity 5K 
run approached the Chicago Sport and 
Social Club about bringing the event to 
the city’s lakefront earlier this month, 
Jason Erkes knew it could be a chal- 
lenge.

From well-established walks for na- 
tional charities to novelty races that 
draw hundreds dressed as Mike Ditka 
or covered in spray paint, weekend 
mornings can become a traffic jam of 
competing causes on public walkways 
in Chicago.

OBAMACARE ADDS ONE MORE THING 
TO YOUR SHOPPING LIST: INSURANCE

After years of political drama, the centerpiece of the Afford- 


able Care Act—aka Obamacare— is about to fall into place. 


Tuesday is the first day of open enrollment in the state health 


insurance exchange, where consumers can comparison- 


shop for private insurance plans like they would for, 


say, a lawn mower. Here’s how. 


Start at getcoveredillinois.gov, which is 
scheduled to go live at some point Tuesday. 

Answer the screening questions to de- 
termine which plans you are eligible for. 
Depending on your answers, you will be 
routed to apply for Medicaid or to go to 
healthcare.gov to buy insurance on the 
exchange. (Heads up: Healthcare.gov en- 
rollment services will not be available in 
Spanish until later in October.) 

Shop around. There are a few basic 
types of insurance plans, mainly 
categorized according to the 
way costs are split between 
patients and insurers. 

Those younger than 
30 or those who meet 
certain income require- 
ments can buy a cata- 
strophic plan. These 
generally have very low 
premiums, but extremely 
high out-of-pocket costs— 
in the thousands of dollars 
range, according to healthcare. 
gov. 

The non-catastrophic plans are divided 
into four categories: bronze, silver, gold 
and platinum. In general, the bronze and 
silver plans have lower premiums but 
higher out-of-pocket costs; for gold and 
platinum, that is switched. People who 
anticipate needing a lot of regular medi- 
cal care should go for gold and platinum, 
according to healthcare.gov, while gen- 
erally healthy people can feel comfortable 
going with bronze or silver to get cheaper 
premiums.

Additional help 

will be available over the phone and in 

person, and contact information should 

be available online. Jennifer Koehler, di- 

rector of the state marketplace, recom- 

mends taking advantage of that help to 

make sure you're getting the best deal: 

“In terms of finding a provider, you’re 

gonna have to do some homework there,” 

she said. Since training for in-person as- 

sistants has not yet been fully completed, 

Koehler recommends using the phone 

help first.

What if I don’t want this insurance? 
Those who choose to remain uninsured will have to pay 
a penalty. That will come to $95 per adult or 1 percent of 
household income, whichever is higher. The penalty will 
get stiffer over the next couple of years, too—it rises 
to $325 in 2015, and $695 a year after that. 
For some people, this will actually be 
cheaper than buying insurance, espe- 
cially in the first year. “For Year 1, we’re 
not anticipating that the penalty will 
be a significant motivator,” Koehler 


There are exceptions. Those 
who don’t make enough money to 
file a tax return, as well as those 

who claim a religious exemption, 
won't be penalized. If the total cost 
of insurance, including subsidies, 
comes to more than 8 percent of some- 
one’s income, that person is exempt. 
To account for periods of unemployment and 
other variables, people will not be penalized for going 
three consecutive months without health coverage. 


How much is this going to cost me, anyway? 

It’s hard to say up front. Costs depend on a lot of dif- 
ferent factors, including age, income level, location and 
type of insurance plan. The government has released 
certain sample numbers, though. For instance, premi- 
ums for the cheapest silver-level plan for a 25-year-old in 
Chicago will cost $165 a month. But that example, and 
others like it, don’t say exactly what kind of insurance 
that will buy. And those are only examples —in order 

to know just how much they'll cost and what that will 
buy, consumers have to apply. Those costs will be set by 
the private insurers, but must be approved by the state 
government. 

Every insurance plan available on the exchange is 
required to cover certain preventive services at no extra 
cost. These include immunizations, contraception, 
screenings for certain diseases and more. 


If | already have insurance through my job, can! take 
advantage of the exchange? 

Yes, you can purchase insurance on the exchange 
instead. But if your employer-provided insurance meets 
certain standards, you will not qualify for subsidies to 
help pay for your individual insurance, no matter how 
much money you make. 


Will | qualify for Medicaid? 

Medicaid eligibility has been expanded as part of the 
Affordable Care Act. Illinois residents can go to 
getcoveredillinois.gov, which will go live at some point 
on Oct. 1, and answer a few screening questions to see if 
they qualify under the new regulations.
